47, To prescut evafions of the fiventh article, it was agreed, that if any 
a cinbiea, after having reccived fick money for any period wader 26 
wohs, iaould deare off the box, he thould earn, at Seal, 7s. a week 
Jor 3 weeks, or otherwafe he excluded, fur 26 weeks, from receiving 
the ulual benefit from the box ; and that the wecks of his fosmer fick- 
nefe thould be reckoned up swith thofe of his fecond declaration, ull

‘The ufual diet of miners, keelmen, and other labourers, in, and near 
Nweaflle, is hafly-pudding and crowdie for brcakfutl; butcher's meat, 
(whenever they can purchale it,) much butter, bread made of wheat, and 
ryc, or barley, and malt liquor, for dinner, and fupper. 


Some idea of the population of Neweaftle may be formed from the ful- 
lowing table of biptilims and burials: fome additions, however, are to be 
made for the buriu’s, at the Ballatt Hills, (an extenfive unconfecrated 
burwl-giound,) which are not regiftered, but have been found to vary 
from 490 to soc for feveral years palt. It is probable, that the number 
of inhabitints in the town, and fuburbs, (including Gatelhead,) exceeds 
40,000,

‘The inhabitants are failors, ferrymen, coal-heavers, coul-miners, heel~ 
men, common mechanics, and tradefiien of the various deferiptions 
afually found in a fea-port town. Common labourers receive 128. a 
week, in fiummer ; and 10s. in winter ; mafons, 15s. a week ; joiners, 158. 
aweek; collicrs, from 158. to 18s. a week, 

The prices of provifions are: mutton, sd. the 1b.; veal, 6d.; but- 
ter, 14d. for 22 02,; oatmeal, 2s, Gd. the ftone; fine flour, 4s. 2d, the 
flone ; fecond fort of flour, 3s, t1d. the Rone ; potatoes, 118. for 20 flone; 
new milk, jd. the pier; old milk, thee pinrs, 1d. 5 in fummer, it is rather 
cheaper. 

There ure four Tricndly Societics in North Shields, containing about 
zoo members each.

‘The Poor of this townfhip, and feven others in the par th, are famed by 
a cobtragtor, for £ 600. a yew; for which fum he undeitshes to man tun 
all the Péor in and out of the poor-houle. In confeqvence of the Jate 
dcainefs of provifions, this fum was found inadequate, and the town- 
ihip made him a prefent of £60 The houfe ftandy in ay ary firu- 
atien, ands built upon a pretty good plin, bur ems to beduty The 
bids are of chaff Lhe number of inmates, at pretext, 8 9%, cf whom

Excluive of feamen and mulitiu-men’s familtes, 123 families out of 
the houfi, of whom 6o belong to this townthip, recuve 11 weekly. 
‘This townftup is allo buithencd with the funiis of 76 ampreffid men 
thar ufual weekly allowance 15 gd forethe wifi, and 1s a week for exch 
dul "The whole weebly charge, at prefent, Milng from their main- 
tenance, amounts to £8, Tunmouth towndup fupports 33 familus of 
imprciied men, at the rate of £3. 108 a week, Iu the account of South 
Slucld, Tomutted to mention, that 74 wives, and 113 children, of ime 
prelfid icamen of that port, coll £8 Gs. 3d. a week; and feven wives, 
and 14 cht nen, of militia-men, £ 1, 6s. 3d. a week. 

‘The Tout’: Raics in the tow nfhip of North Shields were 28 6d. and 35. 
in the pound, (on 4 of the net rental,) fir feveral years previous to the 
commencement of the war fince that period they have been 4s, in the 
pound, tll about nine months age, when they sole to 6s. in the pound, 
and have continued at that herg't ever fince. A Rate of os in the pound 
produces about £1220 hiom the information of a refpeétable perfon, 
it appears, that, about 24 yeus ago, the Pooi's Rates in this townfhip 
did not exceed £ 340. a year. 

Every townfhip in the parth {(paratcly maintains it's own Poor, and 
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of courfe, from local circumftances, there is great variation in their re 
fpedtive difburfements. In the townthip of Tinmouth, the Rates are about 
3s in the pound. In the townthip of Collour-cotes, which has little land 
belonging to it, and is moftly inhabited by fithermen, the Rates are 9s. in 
the pound, Another townlhip, chiefly agricultural, (the name of which 
I do not recolleet,) fupporis it’s Poor for 18. in the pound,

NEWARK. 


THE parith of Newark contains oo acres. ‘The population is efti- 
mated at about 7000 inhabitants; who are, chiefly, tradcfinen, inn- 
Keepers, and a few gentlemen of independent fortune. A fourth or fifth 
of the inhabitants diflent from the Eftablifhed Church, and are either Cal- 
vinilts, or Methodifts: they have, each, a place of worfhip at Newark. 
Gos houfes pay the window tax; and about 500 are exempted. 

‘The cotton manufa€ture is the principal bufinefs of confequence carried 
on in this parifh; a mull, for making cotton-thread for Nockings, employs 
about 300 hands; chiefly women and children: they earn, at prelent, 
from 18, to 5s. a week. A canal in the neighbourhood has Ia'ely occa- 
fioned a great demand for men in various branches of work. they teceive, 
cach, 2s, a day, and 3 pints of beem There are feveral confiderable 
breweries in Newark. > 

The pricen of provifions are: beef and mutton, from 3d. to 54d. the Ib.; 
veal, 44d. ; bacon, 8d ; butter, from 7d, to 8d, the Ib ; flour, 2¢ Gd to 
28, rod. the ftone ; very little oatmeal is ufed here ; potatoes, 7d. th. peck 5 
milk, 2d. the quart; barley, 40s. and 42s, the quarter ; malt, 548. to 56s, 
the quarter. 

Here are 49 ale-houfes ; and 10 Friendly Societies, confifting, altogether, 
of about Boo members. The following are the principal rules of the 
Society held at the White Hart: thofe of other Clubs, in Newark, are very 
fimilar. 

1, The title of this club fhall be “ The Friendly Society ;” the mem- 
bers whereof dhall be under the government and in{peétion of a father 
and two ftewards ; and it is hereby declared to be inftituted lolely for 
the purpole of difpenting pecuniary relicf to each and every member 
of this Society, who fhall at any time, by ficknefs or accident, (except 

fuck 
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fuch as thall be hereinafter excepted,) being rendered incapable of 
procuting his fubliftence by his ufual yocation. 

2, Thit on the firll Monday in every month, from Michaelmas to 
Luly-day, the members meet at the hour of fix in the evening, and 
clof. the book hy cight; and fiom Lady-day till Michaelmas, at leven, 
and clef at mue; and every member fhall pay one flulling to the 
box, and two-pence to be fpent. 

jy That for the good government of this Socicty, two fewards thal 
he cholen, and they to hold their office one year, and at their going 
out Mlisll make a featt for the Souety, and every member fhall pay 
‘on the month night before the feal, one fhilling, or be excluded the 
"Society ; the foul to be hept onthe fit day of January yearly, except 
on a Sanday, and then to be kept on the day following; and that a 
furmon fhall be preached on the feaft-day, and the charge paid out of 
the box; and every member that negleCts attending the club houlc, 
between mins and ten o'clock on the day before mentioned, flull 
forfe t one thilling, e\cept upon a lawful occafion. + 

4,That the box fall have uce locks of difirent wards, to hecp the 
mony and books, Sc ; the father of the club thall heep onc key, and 
cach of the ftewards one, 

x, That on the month might before the feaft, the old ftewards hull 
nominate fix members, two whereof, to be chofen by the mayonty 
then | relent, to be rewards for the year enfuing ; and whoe« er refutes 
to ftand, thall forfeit two fhillngs and fixpence to the bos ; and 
the faid new ftewards fhall choofe fix members for their affilants for 
the year, and if any refulis to Rand, thall forfeit one thilling to the 
box. 

12, That this Society thall confift of no more than eighty-one members, 
and each new member to pay five fillings to the box, four-pence 
for orders, and two-pence to be fpent ; and no perfon to be adinitted 
into this Society above thirty years of age, nor under cighteen, nor 
any that is troubled with the king’s evil, falling ficknels, lamenefs, 
venereal difeate, or any other diftemper whatloever, that may render 
him incapable of getting his living; and if any perfon thall be cn- 
tered as a member, and it appears afterwards that he had .any infir- 
mity upoa bim, as above mentioned, at the time of his firft ad- 

mirtance, ~ 
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mittance, which he thea concealed, it fhall be deemed a fraud, and 
he fhall be excluded, 

13, That no member of this Society fhall be entitled to any benefit, relief, 
or advantage from the box, but fuch as have belonged to it the {pace 
of twelve months; after that time, if any member fall fick or 
Jame, he shall receive fix thillings weekly during his illnefs, except it 
be occafioned by quarrelling or the venercal difeafe, which if proved 
upon him, he thall not only be denied the benefit of the box, but be 

“for ever expelled the fame. 

14, Tn cafe of a rebellion or inyafion, any members who enter into the 
army, thall immediately quit the Society, and providing they return 
again to the town of Newark, with a difcharge from the army, (cx- 
cepting for theft,) and under 4> years of age, frec fiom lamenefs and 
diNempers, thall be entitled to the benefit of the box, on paying his 
next monthly payment. 

15, If any member fhall receive charity, (whether weekly or otherwife,) 
from any parith, and at the fame time thall declare himfelf upon the 
box, wheter upon full or half-pay, he thall be expelled the Society and 
if any member fhall go into the work-houle, or to his refpeCtive parilh, 
he hall immediately quit the Society; but on taking himfelf from the pa- 
rith, and free from lamenefs or diftemper, he fhall be entitled to the be- 
nelit of the box, immediately after paying his*next monthly payment. 

18, If any perfon fall fick or lame, he thall give notice to the clerk of the 
Society, who fhal] fend out a written roll, within twenty-four hours, 
on forfeiture of 6d. ; and the faid clerk thal vifit the faid fick member 
once a week, and pay him his moncy, on forfeiture of 6d. ; and Shall 
warn as many members as the flewards think proper, to vilit the fick 
perfon daily ; and they shall deliver the vifiting roll, from one to ano 
ther, in courfe, or forfeit 6d, for every member's name on the roll 
fucceeding them; and the fick perfon thill give, or caufe to be 
given, to the clerk, an account, at each week's end, of every perfon 
who vifited him, or forfeit 6d, each. 

19, I£ the fick perfon is fo well as to walk abroad, he hall leave in word, 
or writing, at his dwellling-houfe, where he is to be found by the 
viliting member, or be extluded the Society.

21,1 any member of this Society die, there fhall be allowed for his wi- 
dow or executor, £ 6., and the or they to bury him in a decent man- 
ner, and the moncy fhall be paid the club night after; and the cletk to 
pay to the widow or executor, the weekly pay, if any, up to the day 
the perfon died; and every member, the quarter night fullowing, to 
pay 4s, extra, on account of the funeral, or be excluded ; and cach 
member that dies to be fung to church, and the expence paid out of 
the box, 

22, That when the wife of any member of this Society fhall die, he fhall 
be allowed £2. towards the expences of her funeral, if at her death 
he ha» been a member of this Society twelve months, to be paid out 
of the box the club-night after; and each member fhall pay 6d. the 
DEXt quarter night, towards making good the fame. 

23, If any member of this Society be chofin into the alms-houfe, or other 
public charity, he thall receive, when junior in the alms-houfe, 4s. 
per week; and when fenior, 2s. per week, dnd to be vifited with a 
relt as another member. ¢ 

25,1f any member of this Society hall abfent himfelf from the club two 
months, and does not come or fend his contribution money, and for- 
faits, he hall be excluded ; and each member thall clear the book the 
firft Monday in March, June, September, and December, or be excluded. 

27, That at the foneral of any member of tlus Society, the clerk fhull 
warn the father and ftewards, and fix affitants of this Society, to meet 
in the club-room, to attend the corpfe to the grave, and to retuin to

30, Whereas eight of the Societies in the town of Newark, havc, at their 
Jint exponce, purchafed a corn wind-mull, for the mutual beneht uf 
themfelves and families, and, appointed Mr George Stevenfon as then 
agent to the fame ; and whereas it may be ufeful to the members of 
the faid Societies, to have four on credit from the agent; it as there~ 
fore agreed, that any debt which may be contracted fo flour, by any 
member of this Society, with the fad George Stevenfon, or any 
future fervant or agent to the faid Societies, fhall be deduded from 
fuch mon es as he or they may be enutled to receive from the So- 
cieties, as their fhare of money, to be divided ; andaf any fuch mem- 
ber thall happen to die before fuch debt thall be difcharged, the re- 
mainder of the debt thall be deduéted from the allowances paid by the 
club at the death of fuch member. 

31, 1£ any member of this Society, byJicknefs or lamenefs, thall prove 
incurable, he fhall be allowed 2s. 6d. per week for life; and if any 
member be found earning money, the time he is on the box, he fhall 
be excluded, except on half-pay. 

34, That this Society thall not be diffolved, or broken, fo long as any three 
members will ftand by it, and the ftock hall not be reduced under 
forty pounds, 

36, That if any member or members thall be thought to impofe on this 
Society, by ficknefs or lamenefs, the ftewards then being hall be em- 
powered to employ a fargeon or apothecary, to examine him or them 
comverning fuch ficknefe or lamenefs ; and if fuch furgeon or apothe- 
cary thall deem it a fraud and impofivon on ‘the Society, he of they 
hall be for ever expelled the fame, and fuch furgeon or apothecary 
hall be paid for his trouble out of the box. 

37) That in cafe the father or ftewards, or any of them, or any other of- 
ficer bade cet os at any time or times during the 
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continuance thereof, divert of mifapply any of the monies faticribed;, 
paid, or given, or to be fableribed, paid, or given, to, or for the bene 
fit of this Society, and wherewith they, or any of them, fhall, or may 
be entrufted, then every fuch perfon fo diverting or mitapplying the 
the fame, {hall immediately repay to the ftewards of this Society, a 
fuin of money equal to that which he may have fo diverted or tail 
applicd, and thall, befides {uch repayment as aforefaid, forfeit and 
pay, forevery fuch diverfion or mifapplication, the fum of five fhillings. 

38, That in cafe any doubt or difpute thall arife between or amongit any 
of the members of this Society, or ang perfon or perfons aéting under 
them, touching or concernipg the con{truction or meaning of any of 
the aforcfaid Rules, or any defe€t or imperfeétion therein, or any 
thing relating thereto, then every fuch doubt or difpute fhall be re- 
ferred to, and be determined by, fuch three perfons as the mayor part 
of the members of this Society fhall, at any general meeting, ele‘ or 
appoint for that purpofe; and whatever awatd or determination the 
‘aid three perfons, fo to be appointed as aforefaid, thall make, either by 
writing or word ot mouth, touching the doubt or difpute fo to them, 
referred, the fame fhall be binding and conclufive, to all intents and 
purpofes. 

39, That if any member or members of this Society thall, by ficknefs or 
lamenefs, be thought incurable, and he or they thall be put on half- 
pay, that is, 28. 6d. per week, and if after that time, the faid mem- 
ber or members shall be able to eat his living as before, under forty- 
five yeats of age, the faid member or members thall give up his 28, 6d. 
per week, and be entitled to full pay, when fick or lame, during fuch 
time as the major part of the Society think proper. 

‘The above Rules were confirmed at the Quarter Seffions in Novem 

ber 1794. 


‘The rent of land, near Newark, is ftom 15s. to-£ 6, an acre: the ave- 
rage is about £ 2. a8. the acre, Tithes ere geseraty taken in kind. The 
Iand-tax niifed ia this parith is £ 46% 40. 

‘The Poor are maintained party at a work-Houfe, and partly ir'their 
onn Hibines. The namber bf Paitpety, at prefent, in the werkshoule, 
Bt S45 OF witom, 20-are under 15 ‘yeatd of age, (including 3 baltards ;) 
F 10 of 
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wo of the children work at the cotton-mill lately erected here: the other 
Paupers are employed in fuch work ae fuits them, in diffrent parts of the 
town : grown people are allowed ad. in the shilling from their earnings 
children have no regular perquifites, but are sow and then paid an half- 
penny: the whole carnings, at prefent, from the Poor in the houle, 
amount to about £90. a year. 42 regular penfioners, (including 12 baf- 
tanls,) receive £3.28. a week: feveral houte-reats are likewile paid; 
and a large {um is expended by the parith, every week, in diferctionary 
paythents; but, of thefe, the amount could not be alcertained. The 
badge appointed by the Act of King William, is worn by the Paupers of 
this parith : it was laid afidea few years ago, but the Poor having increafed 
very much, it was refumed laft year; attd the confequence has been, that 
feveral perfons, who had before made regular applications to the parith, 
have now declined atking for relief, 

The work-houle, here, is one of the very befl in England: it is fu 
ficiently capacious, and well aired: the men are lodged on one fide, and 
the women on the other: 2, 3, 4, or 5 beds, (fome of chaff, but moltly 
of feathers,) are in each room: the houfe is well fupphed with vegetables 
from a good garden; and, in all other refpeéts, both within and without, 
it exhibits a degree of comfort, and cleanlinc{s, that is feldom to be met 
‘with, A few apartments, rather neater than the reft, are appointed for 
the reception af fuch perfons as have been unfortifnately precipitated from. 
an eafy ftation in life, to the humiliating condition of fubfifting on a 
parochial allowance ; and their fituation reccives every attention, that hu- 
manity can dictate.

Tt is generally firppofed, that, fince the above period, the population has 
facreafed to about 22,000 foule; and nearly praportionally in each parith, 
‘The parith of St, Mary-containg, by eflimation, 1200 acres of land, 
9 exclufive 
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exclufive of about 100 actes of walte land. 1200 houfts pay the win- 
dow-tax ; and about 1822 are exempted. 

There are, here, feveral mills for twifting and (pinning fille and cotton : 
the filk mills are worked by horfes: many Jace-workers belong to this 
parith ; but the fraine work knitters, or ftocking-weavers, form, by much, 
the moft numerous branch of manufaéturers in ‘Nottingham, There are, 
alfo, in this town, a white-lead work ; a foundery for making caft-iron-ware 
from the pigs, which are brought from Colebrook Dale; dyeing and 
bleaching works; and a manufaéture of Britifh lace by frame-Wwork. 
A conkerable brewery is eftablihed here: and the mahing-bufinels is 
carried on to a great extent, both at Nottingham, and Newark. 

Eaclulive of the 3 parith churches, here are, alfo, 1 Methodift chapel; 
2 Vieibyterim ditto; 1 Roman Catholic ditto; 2 Anabaptit ditto; 
1 General Baptift ditto; 1 Sandimonian ditto; and 1 Quaker mect- 
ing-houfe. 

The prices of provifions are: beef, from 5d. to Gd. the Ib. ; mutton, 
and veal, sd. ditto; bacon, 9d ; potatoes, gd. or tod. the peck ; but 
tet, od. the Ib 5 flour, from 2s, 6d, to 2s. 10d. the ftone ; oatmeal, 6s. the 
buthel ; wheat, 9s. 4d. ditto; burley, £ 2. 28. the quarter; malt, 58. the 
buthel; milk, 14d, the quart. 

‘The price of labour is very variable in this town, particularly in the 
ftocking line: fome Weavers carn 40s. a week, and others only 8s, : this 
difparity is occafioned, in fome, through want of induftry ; but, chiefly, 
arifes from the nature of the different branches of the manufadure, It is 
thought 3 of the weavers do not, upon an average, earn more than 108, 
weekly. Lace-workers earn from 208. to 40s, a week, The women 
and children are, chiefly, employed in manufaCturing cotton and filk ; and 
earn from 10d. to 4s. weekly ; common labourers have 108, and tos, 6d. 
a week, in fummer ; and in winter, 8s.: hands cannot be eafily procured 
in winter. ‘ 

In this town there are 152 ale-héufes, and 51 Friendly Societies: the 
number of meml ts limited to 41, or 51, in each club. 

‘There is, likewife, in Nottingham, aSociety called the Charitable Society ; 
the principal intention of whith’ a, to extend relief to fuch cafés as it is 
impaffible general Taws can reach ; “in'peirfuance of which plan, thé fimds 
have het “applied, "as far as theif prefeat confined amorint will admit,

fous labouring under temporary difeale, or other calual misfortune ; either 
in loans, donations, or both, as circumftances sequired : in a fall annual 
fabfeription to Sunday Schools ; and, in a few inftances, they have been 
extended to pa} for the education of children of poor and deferving fa- 
mulics. The Society originated with a few of the people called Quakers, 
and has been continued principally under their management; it has fince 
been joined by many others.

Sunday in every month, at feven o'clock in the evening ; which mect~ 
jogs are competent to tranfaGt all bufinefs, except choofing a fecretary 
and treafurer, which hall only be done at the firft meeting which 
happens in each year refpedtively.

peéted that the fubfcription be paid up to that time, and that, by the 
refignation, all claim to the fund of the Society is relinquithed,

ledge, two of the members (the fecretary or treafurer being one,) are 
to vifitthe petitioner, and increale or diminith theFum ; or totally re~ 
je& the application, as they thall think proper. 

6, That if any member omits paying his fublcription for 2 year together, 
he fhall be apprifed of the negle&, by a letter from the fecretary ; and

the records of the Society accordingly. 


The average rent of land is about £2. an acre. A modus is paid in 
lieu of tithes. 

The work-houfe, in which the Poor of this parifh are maintained, is 
furrounded by other buildings, mott of which are much higher than it, { 
that the free current of air is compleatly obftruéted. The rooms are clofe: 
the beds are, partly, of flocks, and partly of ftraw. The prefent over- 
fecrs have ordered a few more beds, as the number is too fmall for the fa- 
mily, particularly in fammer, when 3, and fometimes 4 perfons, are 
obliged to fleep in one bid: this probably may be the reafon why vermin 
are found to prevail here; although the floors, ftair-cafes, Sec, feem to be 
kept clean, A fpotted fever, at this time, rages in the houfe. 

“There are, at prefent, 168 Paupers in the work-houfe; of which num- 
her, 42 are boys, between the ages of 6 months and 14 yeara; 35 girls, 
under 20 years of age; 30 men, from 20 to 6o years old ; and 61 women, 
from 20 to 8o years of age: in the above number, 8 baftards are included. 
456 weekly out-pentioners receive £23. 28. 6d. a week: about 11a 
week are paid to cafual Poor; their number could not be afcertained ; be- 
fides thefe, 39 Paupers, belonging to other parifhes, receive a weekly al- 
Jowance ; far which this parith is reimburfed. 136 militia-men’s families 
are allowed about £24. a woek. 

The earnings in the work-houfe are trifling: moft of the women are 
employed in nurfing the young children: few men, who are able to work, 
enter the houfe : the carnings, therefore, are, chiefly, from fuch of the chil- 
dren as work at the cotton-mills: they amount to rather more than { 60. 
a year.

About 70 ftone of fecond flour, at 28, 6d. the flone, are made into bread 
weekly ; about 11 oz. of brown bread age allowed to each grown perfon 
for fapper, and 3 of a pint of beer: 5 pecks of pomtoes, at gd. the peck, 
are ufed daily, on meat days, About 1 buthel of oatmeal is ufed weekly, 
Children, and fick people, are often indulged with puddings, &c. and flour 
hafty-puddings. At Thurfday's fupper, about 2% oz. of cheefe are allowed 
tocach adult ; and a proportionable quantity to children.

but the very great difference of opinion which then prevailed, and the 
difcordancy of interefis, cau‘ed this {cheme to fall to the ground: the pro- 

“jedt is likely to be biought forward again; but it may be doubted whether 

it will fucceed : the town is fplit into parties; and neither this, nor any 
other meafure, that muft materially affe& the inhabitants, will be allowed 
to be carried into execution, without undergoing a very rigorous invelti- 
gation, 

No fatisfaétory reafon could be afcertained for the late rapid rife of the 
Rates : the principal Aocking-manufaéturers fay, that tht war has not very 
‘materially affected them, as their chief exportation isto America: it is 
true, that the population of Nottingham has incrtafed confiderably, of late 
years, but not in proportion to the Rates, ‘Their rile ts, here, generally 
attributed to the high price of provifions, the {carcity of common labour, 
and the great number of foldiers’ and militia-~men’s wives and families, who 
have, of late years, become burtheafome to their parthes.

‘Tus borough confifts almoft entirely of houfes: the fmall portion of 
land, that is not built on, is laid out in gardens: the inhabitants,are 
trade{men, and manufacturers, principally, of worfted, and hair-thagg, or 
plafh. Here are one of Lady Huntingdon’s chapels, one Prefbyterian, 
one Methodift, and one Quaker’s meeting-houfe. The number of houfes 
paying window-tax is 228 ; the number exempted is fuppofed to be much 
the fame. The prices of provifions are: beef, sd, the lb. ; mutton, 5d. ; 
bacon, rod.; milk, 1d, the pint; bread, 18. 10d. the half-peck loaf. 
Weavers, in ful) bufinefs, carn from 8s, to 308,; and fome even 40s, a 
week : common labourers have 88. or 98. a week, during the whole year: 
children and women in the manufactories earn about 3s. aweek, There 
are 42 inns and ale-hovfes in this town: and four Friendly Societies, con- 
fifling, each, of about 100 members; the rules of three have been con- 
firmed by the magiftrates. The land-tax is £200.; and is about 19. id, 
in the pound. ‘The Poor are partly maintained in a work-houfe, in 
which there are at prefent 39, viz. 6 from 1 to 7 years of age; 6 from 
7 to & years; 11 from 8 to 15 years; 4 from 15 to 30 years; and 12 
from 30 to 74 years of age. Of thefe, one is blind ; one infane; and 
four are lame. The Poor in the houfe are chiefly employed in fpianing, 
and twifting for the manufa@urers of the town. Their earnings amount 
to about £40. a year. No account of the annual mortality in the houfe 
could be obtained.

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In this account the expences excced the income by £5. 45,4 on en- 
quiry, it was found, that the man was in debt between £3. and £4. ; and 
that his neighbours were very kind to him, and often fupplied him with 
aldcloaths, &c. Perhaps, too, as he could only give acertain account of his 
annual income, and the quantity of bread ufed in his family, he may 
have calculated his other expences too high. He has a garden of 160 
fquare yards, on which he grows about three or four bufhels of potatoes 5 
he only bought two gallons more Jaf year. 

The following is an account of the carnings and expences of another 
labourer, who lives in Banbury. He is about 50 years of age; has a 
wife, and (ix children at home, viz, a girl 15; a boy 13; agirl 113 a 
girl 9; another girl 7; anda boy 4 years old.

‘The labourers in this pat of the country complain, heavily, that the 
farmers, inflead of felling their milk to the poor, give it to their pigs. 
Of the difficulty of fubfiling with their prefent earnings, on a bread dier, 
the above ftatements afford a convincing proof. ‘Lhe family, which 
receives about 198, Gd. a week, in earnings and pmochial aid, has ufually 
confumed g haif-peck loaves in a week, which, at 1% 10d, each, the 
prefent price, would coft 16s, or 2s. 6d. a week, more than their receipts. 
They mutt, therefore, reduce their confumption of the moft neceffary, and, 
indeed, almoft their only, articie of fubfitence, It is much to be lamented, 
that, in a country where wages are not high cnough to enable the poor to 
fipply themfelves with wheaten bread? flrong beg, and butcher's meat, 
they have not the means of eking out their icanty poitions by culinary 
contivances, No doubt, a labourer, whofe income was only £20, a 
year, would, in general, act wilcly in fubftituting hafty-pudding, barley 
bread, boiled milk, and potatoes, for bread and beer; but, in mot parts 
of thir county, he is debarred, not more by prejudice, than by locat 
difficulties, from ufing a diet that requires cooking at home. The extreme 
dearnefs of fuel, in Osfordthire, compels him to purchafe his dinner at the 
baker's; and, trom his unavoidable confumption of bread, he has little left 
for cloaths, in a country where warm cloathing is moft effentially wanted, 

Some flight attempts to prevent the removal of corn, which have lately 
been made at Banbury, are certainly a‘ciibable to the pinching wants of the 
peoples the atrival of the military prevented more fericus confequences 
taking place.

THIS parith contains, by eftimation, 4000 acres. The number of 
houfes that pay the window-tax is 102 ; the number exempted near 300, 
‘The inhabitants, (who, with the exception of a {mall congregation of 
Prefbyterians, are of the Eftablithed Church,) ace moftly employed in 
agriculture. There are ten inns, or ale-houfes, in the parifh: the num- 
ber, 4 few years ago, was 21. Farms are from £ 15. to £315 a years" 
but are, chiefly, about £100.,a year. The principal articles of cul- 
tivation are wheat, barley, and beans. There are about 45 acres of 
common in the parifh. The tithes are farmed at £750. a year, and 
taken in kind. 

The prices of provifions are: beef, sd. the Ib.; mutton, sd. ; veal, sd. ; 
bacon, 10d. ; butter, 9d. 10d.; milk, 1d. the pint; bread, 1s. 10d, the half 
peck loaf, Common labourers earn 7s. a week in winter; 8¢, in {pring 
and 128, in hay and corn harvelt; women are paid 6d, the day, for weed 
ing corn ; 8d. for hay making ; aud 1. in corn harveft, without viduals. 

‘There are two Friendly Socictics .n this parith, ‘The number of mem- 
bers in cach, amounts to 120. They pay 8d. into the box, monthly ; allow 
6s. a week, to fick members, during ghe firit twelve months; and 3s. a 
week, after that period. Both Societies have taken the benefit of the late 
A& of Parliament. 

‘The Poor are farmed, in the parith work-honfe, for £ 1000. year. The 
parith, however, defrays all expences arifing fiom battardy, finall pox, 
broken bones, diflocations, and law concerns. The number of perfons in 
the houfe, at prefent, is 18. Out-penfioners receive about 1 7. a week ; 
befides which, the rounds-men,' (or labourers who cannot get employ- 
ment,) are often chargeable, and fupported by the parifh. In winter, 
their number is fometimes 40, or 50 ; the parith employs them in the ftone- 
quarrics in the neighbourhood. No regular bill of fare is obferved in the 
work-houfe. The Poor were not all farmed till the prefent year; hat 
were chiefly fapported by weekly penfions. In general, however, about 
20 perfons have been maintained in the work-houfe, under a contractor, 
who was allowed 28, 6d. a head for their weekly maintenance.

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year; and that account is corroborated by the Returns made to Parliament, 
of ‘the expences for the Poor in £776, and the Affelfincats in 1783, 1784, 
and 1785. An old farmer adds, that he has heard his father fay, that, 
55 years ago, he paid £ 3. 12s. Poor's Rates for a farm, whicl now pays 
£ 26. ; and that, in 1740, theyear after the great froft, 9 gallons of wheat, 
at one time, colt ris. ; but fell, in a few months, to 35. 

In the country between Oxford and Deddington, the Ratcs are from 
18 3d. to 3s. 6d, in the pound, in fevers! parithes, which are almoft en= 
tirely agricultural. The lLigh Rates, in this parifh, are alcribed to the com- 
monetield, of which the land principally confifts ; whereas the neighbour- 
ing parifhes have been inclofed many years, aad many {mall farms in 
them have been confolidated; fo that many /mall farmers, with little ca- 
pitals, have been obliged, either to turn labourers, or to procure {mall farms 
in Deddington, or other patifhes, that poflels common-field. Beficcs this, 
the neighbouring parifhes are, many of them, polle(led by a fw indi~ 
viduals, who are cautious in permitting new comers to obtain a fettle 
merit. 

The general opinion, here, is, that canals are a great injury to the Poor, 
by enabling farmers to fend their corn abroad : fuch erroneous ideas do 
not merit a refutition; but the farmets are very apprehenfive that they 
will produce ferious confiquences. A boat laden with flour wae lately 
feized by the populace ; but was reftored, on the miller's promiling to fell 
it at a reduced price. 

According to the prefent price of bread, a family here, which confifts 
of a man, his wife, and three children, (the eldeft of which is 4 y:ars 
of age,) will expend, in that article alone, from Inft Michaelmas to 
Michaclmas next, £16 18s, The whole earnings of the man, provided 
he continues in heal"h daring the year, and can obtain conftant werk, 
will not exceed £22. 1583 and as his wife and childien earn nothing, 
there will only remain £ 5. 178. to provide him and them with lodging, 
fuel, cloaths, and every other neceflary of life; and his deficiencies muft

ELEVEN parithes of the city of Oxford were incorporated in 4771, 
for the maintenance of their Poor, who are principally relieved io the 
general wotk-houG', ‘The average number of Paupers in the houfe, dur- 
ing the Jaf feven years, has been 160, in fummer ; and 200, in winter! 
The prefent number is 167, confifting chiefly of children, women, and 
old men, Their earnings are about £ 300. 2 year, and arife from a fack- 
ing minafactory, and from fweeping the ftreets ; for which the Corpora- 
tion of Guardians is paid £100. a year, The work-houle is under the 
fuperintendance of aGting Guardians, who are chofen annually, This 
iyftem of government appeats to be a very bad one: many perfons, who 
are chofen guardians, are too much engaged with their own private con- 
ceras, to attend to the affairs of the work-houfe: others, who enter into 
their office, with a zealous defire to promote the fntereft of the parithes, 
by a regular attendance at the work-houfe, have fcarcely acquired the 
knowledge that is rteceffary for parochial admini(iratora, when the term of 
their office expires; and they are fucceeded by guarditns, who entirely 
overturn the fyftem of theic predeceffors. Thus, altcrations are con- 
tisually made in the table of diet, &c. Tne immediate management of 
the Paor in the houle is confided to old people, who appear to be by no 
means competent to the tafk. Several perfons have remarked, that chil- 
dren, who have been educated im the work-houle, feldom turn out well, 

‘The houfe is built on a good plan, in an airy fituation ; but is exceed 
ingly dirty.

*,* As the balance in favour of the houfe, at the commencement of the 
year, was £ 520. 4s. 5d. it appears that the houfe is advantaged this year 
in the fum of £ 342. 9s. g}d.5 which is a much greater fum than the 
amount of the aduitional tax impofed in the year, notwithftanding the 
‘expences incurred by the alterations and repairs. 


“The Guardians having now made up their year's accompts, think 
it incumbent on them, atthe fame time they fubmitthem to the infpeaion 
of their refpeétive parithes, to fubjoin the following ftatement of fats, as 
‘well for the fatisfadtion of the public at large, as for the particular infor 
mation of thofe gentlemen who may fucceed them in office. And in the 
firft place they mutt obferve, that it was no fmall mortification to them, 
on taking a minute furvey of the houfe, to find it in many refpects the 
sery reverfe of what they conteived a houfe of induftry ought to be. 
The boundary walls were infufficient@o confine the Paupers ; the garden, 
yard, and offices lay open, and in common with each other ; the windows 
and doors of thehoufe without proper bars or fattenings; no regular 
wards appropriated to the fick, aged, or infirm ; nor nurferies for the chil- 
dren ; the fexes flrangcly intermixed in their eating and fitting rooms, and 
alfoin their thops and exercife grounds : nor gny feparation between their 
wards and fleeping rooms. They found too, 4 canfiderable manufadure 
carried on without a fuperintendant; the {weeping of the ftreets without 
plan or fyflem ; the mafter's and matron’s apartments fituated in one cor- 

net 
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net of otfe of the wings of the building, at a diftance from, and out of the 
fightaid hedting of every pit of the Koule, where their attention was more 
particularly demanded. The houfe in general dirty, unfweet, and ina mi 
ferable {tate of repair; without 2 fingle rule or order ellablifhed for the 
regulation and government of it’s numerous faiily, who were, in general, 
idle, rjotous, and diforderly. 

They, therefore, found it neceflary to appoint a committee to take tly fe 
matters into confideration, and on whole report, and under whofe din.c- 
tion, a fet of general rules and orders have been eftablithed, for the better 
govérnment of the houfe. 

‘The mafter's and matron’s apartments have been brought into the cen- 
ter af the building, in view of the entrances in front, and at the fame 
time commanding the yard and offices backward, The fexes have been fe- 
porated, as far as the circumftances of the houfe, and the nature of their em- 
ployment, will at prefent admit of; a fet of wards have been appropriated 
for the fick, infirm, and aged ; anda nurfery and nurles provided for the 
children, A regular plan has been laid down for the fweepers, and an 
adive and intelligent fuperintendant of the manufactory appointed, at a 
very {mall additional expence; and the whole houle has been white- 
wathed, painted, and thoroughly repaired. An interior wall has jult now 
been finifhed, which will be an additiofal fecurity,to the houle, and at the 
fame time detach the Paupert from the garden, bridewell, lable, pe(t- 
houfe, and other out-offices; the want of which had occalioned much in« 
Jury to the property of the houfe, 

Thefe alterations, improvements, and repairs, have been neceffarily ate 
tended with a confiderable expence ; but which will be amply repaid by 
the increafed regularity, decency, and good order of the Paupers, as well 
as by the additional fecurity and fupport of the houfe: and itis with much 
pleafure the Guardians already obferve a very material alteration for the 
better in thefe particulars, 

‘The other expences they have reafon to complain of, have arifen from 
the heavy payments made to the families of the militia, and the fated 
weckiy paymegts to the out-poor. The former of thefe, the citcumftances 
of the nation render unavoidable. ‘The latter,’ which had arifen to the 
immoderate fum of between £6. and £7. per week, and which the 

4Ga Guar- 
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Guardians found themfelves unable to reduce, or régulate to their fatiefan. 
tion, has been neceffarily difcontinued altogether, unlefs in cafes af oocafi~ 
onal diftrels, which is ftri¢tly conformable to their AG of Parliament. 

A very confiderable expence had been incurred by a lof or wafte inthe 
articles of bread and beer; but which has been difcavered, and for the 
prefent put a ftop to; but no farisfa€tory account has yet been given tothe 
Guardians, as to the perfons to whom this lofs or wafte thould be imputed, 
ot by what means either the bread or the beer was fo deflroyed. 

An attempt hkewsde has been made to promote and encourage virtue 
and indufley among the Paupers, and 20 difcourage idlenefs and every 
fpecies of vice, by holding out rewards and premiums +o the one, and 
making the others objects of hame and correction, In fhort, the Guar- 
dians may with truth affert, that they have laboured with zeal and 
affiduity to make the houle, what a houfe of induftry ought to be—a com- 
fortable aly lum for the aged and infirm, a place of ufeful employment for 
thofe who are able to work, and a houle of corretion for the idle and 
profligate.” 

In the city of Oxford, 1200 houfes pay the window-tax: the number 
exempted is eftimated at about Goo, The number of ale-houfes is 200 ; and 
of Friendly Societies 7, confifting, on an average, of 101 members each, 
"They have all had their rules confirmed by the magiftrates.

THE tordthip of Empingbam is four miles in length; and in breadth, 
‘on an average, two miles acd a half. With all it’s angles, it is near feven 
miles in circumference. The town, which is near feven furlongs in 
Jength, confifts of 122 heufes, in which are, 705 inhabitants, viz. 208 
mates, and 217 females, above 14 years of age; and 147 males, and 133 
females, under 14 years, The people ase chiefly farmers, and agri-

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cultural labourers; and fome few methanics, viz. tai. 
lors, ftone-mafons, ant carpenters‘ there are three finall grécets* fhops ih 
Lmpingham, There is no eftablithed manufadtory , but two linen-weav- 
ers work tor hire, The general employ of the induftrious Poor through- 
out the county, 18 knitting fockings, and {pinning linen and yjerfey: in 
the litter way, moft of the wives and ebildren of labourers at Emping- 
ham ue employed, and earn from 3d: to 8d. a day, according to their.ages 
and abilities. ‘The yerfey fo fpun is woven into tammics, by poor weavers 
an the fouth of Rutland, and in Leicefterthine, and Noi thamptonthire.

138 1d, was colle&ted among the members, who 
are in general poor, for the fervice of the Duke of York’s army on the 
continent, 

‘There are, of old enclofure and wood land, about 700 acres; the re~ 
mainder of the lord(hip, comprehending about 3300 acres, was encloled 
this year ; total about 4000 acres. There are eighteen large farms, of 
which none are lefs 100, nor more than 300 acres, ‘The remainder of 
the land 1s let in fmall quantities to cottagers, who are thus enabled to 
keep a cow, or to fatten a pig, The articles of cultivation are, wheat, 
Varley, oats, peafe, beans, and turnips; and lince the enclofure, clover feeds 
after turnips, The average value, or rent of cultivated land, is 128 an 
acre. The whole rental of land ang houfes amounts to £3622. 14s, 
‘The produce of the land-tax could not be afcerttined. ‘There is a cow- 
pafture, but no waite land in the lordthip. 

‘The prices of provifions are: belt beef and mutton, from sd. to 54d. 
the Ib 5 coarfe ditto, from 4d. to 44d. ; veal, sd.3 wheat, Auétuating 
fiom £4. 105. to £5. the quarter; barley, from £2, to £2. 4s. 

In the laft harveft, wheat lands were reaped, and the wheat theafed, at 
6c. and 7s. the acre; barley and oats mown at 2s. and 2s. 6d. the acre 5 
and graf at 1s 6J. and 2s. 6d. the acre. In the above cafes, labourers 
found their own meat and drink, The price of daily labour in harveft is, 
in general, very indeterminate. At other feafons, 14d. and 16d. a day 
have been afually paid for common labour ; but at the prefent, rather more 
js allowed on account of the high price of provifions, Labourers employed 
in threfhing, are paid, for wheat, 2s. 6d. to 3s. the quarter ; for barley, 285 
and for oats, 1s. and 18, 6d, the quarter,

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‘The Poor are chiefly farmed in a Houfe of Proteftion', (as it is called,) 
for £90. a year. The houfe was built on an extenfive plan, by Sir 
Gilbert Heathcote, Bart, in 1793, and furnithed by the parifhioners, The 
parith fupply two fuits of cloaths, and changes of linen, to each Pauper 
on entering the houfe; apd the matter is bound to keep them, and, (if 
any Jeave the houfe,) to fend them out equally well apparclled. Boys 
are, occafionally, let out to farmers: when put out apprentices, the fee is 
paid by the parith, 

In cafe of death, the Mafter defrays all funeral expences; however, 
fince the erection of the honfe, of eleveg Paupers, then received, and of 
three, who have fince entered it, not one has died, 

‘The whole houfe is under the regulation of a Committee, who vifit 
weekly, in turns, and to whom the Mafter, or the Poor, are to appeal for 
redrels, when requifite. 

It will be feen by the table of diet, that the Poor have good eating. The 
infirm and fickly are not required to work : the healthy are made to exert 
themfelves, Mules are let out at a price proportioned to their abilities: 
females do the work of the houfe, and fpin, and knit. The profits, 
arifing from their work, are paid to the matter.

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The expences of a Iabourer's family are, in general, equal to the carn~ 
ings. Bread made of wheatcn and barley flour, mixed, is the principal 
food. During the laft fummer, beef and mutton were fold, at a reduced 
price, throughout the county, to prevent the too great confumption of 
bread. The meat was generally made into broth, of which the Poor are 
becoming more fond than they formerly were: they begin alfo to ufe 
vegetables very generally, and it is thought that their prejudices in favour 
of any particular diet are wearing away very falt. 

Five labourers in Empingham have received premiums from the 
Society of Induttry, for bringing up four ghildren, or more, (the youngeft 
of which was 14 years of age,) without having folicited relief from their 
parith, 

Of the inftitution of this Socicty, the following account is chiefly tran- 
fevibed from the View of the Agriculture of the County of Rutlaad, drawn 
up by Mr. John Cratchley, for the confideration of the Board of Agri~ 
culture: 

“ At the general quarter feflions of the peace for the county, held on 
the 14th of July 1785, his Mayefty’s sultices of the peace then affembled, 
having taken into their conlideration the increafe of the Poor Rates, the 
want of regard to the employments of the Poor in general, and of the 
infant Poor in particular; refolved, that the following rates and orders 
(purfuant to the ftatutes made and provided for the relief and mainte- 
nance of the Poor) fhould be obferved within the Several parifhes of the 
faid coumty. 

| That the overfeers of the Poor, of each parith, do immediately pro» 

vide fuch raw materials, as wool, woollen yarn, hemp, and flax, as 
alfo wheels, and other implements for the employment of the Poor 
of every denomination, as fhall be neceffiry to enable them to do 
fuch work as they are capable of performing, either by fpinning, 
knitting, or any other employment which the overfeer may dire ; and 
that the overfeers do mzke complaint, before a juftice of the peace, of 
thofe who refufe to work, or who wilfully fpoil the raw materials given 
them ; and that the overfeers thalh, in the feveral refpeéts above men- 
tioned, a& according to the diretion of the neareft juflice 
2 That no perfon be allowed any relief, till they have done fuch work 
as they are capable of, 
3, ‘That from and after the 1 day of January then next, no perfon be 
allowed 
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allowed any relief, on account of any child above * fix years of age, 
who fhall not be able to knit. 

4, That no perfon be allowed any relief, on account of any child above 
nine years of age, who fhall not be able to fpin, either linen, or 
woollen. 

$, That the overfeers of the Poor of each parith, thall meet, at the leaft, 
once every month, in the church of their refpective parifhes, upon 
the Sunday, after divine fervice ; there to confider of the beft vourfe 
and order to be taken and made in the employment of the Poor.” 

‘Thar the magiltrates might have the advice and affiftince of the county 

at large, in endeavouring to check the progrels of the evils above men- 
tioned, a mecting of the owners and occupiers of lands and tenements in 
the county of Rutland, was requefted to be holden at Oakham, in September 
1785. At which meeting, it was refolved, to adopta plan which afew years 
before had been propofed, and with great fuccely carried into execution, by 
the Rev. Mr, Bowyer, in the fouthern diffrict in the parts of Lindfey, and 
the county of Lincoln; and the following propolals were agreed upon, 
and ordeted to be made public in the county of Rutland : 

1, That cvery parith be requefted to fubicribe a fum, amounting to the 
proportion of one per cent, upon the Poor Rates of the lait year, and 
to authorife (at a vellry to be immediately called for that purpoft) the 
overfeer of the Poor, to pay the faid fubfcripti6n into the hands of the 
neareft chief conftable, before the roth day of November. 

2, That individuals be folicited to fublcribe the fam of five fhillings 
each, annually ; larger funs to be received as benefactions. 

J» That a meeting be holden at Oakham, on the 14th day of November 
Next, to choofe a committee for the management of the bufinels. 

4) ‘That premiums, confifting of cloathing, be given from the faid fub- 
{eription, to Such children of certain ages and defeription, as in a given 
time thall have produced the greateft quantity of woik, of different 
kinds, and of the beft quahty. 

5, That when any young perfon fhall go out to apprenticefhip, or to 
Service”, or fhall be married with the approbation of the commitice,

6, That premiums, at the direion of the committee, be given to thofe 
day labourers ' who bring up four or more children, born in wedlock, 
to the age of 14 years, without relief from the parith. 

y, That, as the moft effe€tual means of preventing families becoming 
chargeable, it be (trongly recommended to the patith officers, to furnith 
(gratis) wheels to thofe perfons who with to employ themfelves, 
although they fhould not be chargeable to the parith ; and to order 
the teachers, in the work-houfes, to allow them free admiffion into the 
{pinning room, and to teach them (gratis,) and that the profits arifing 
from the work of fuch children be for the benefit of their parents. 

And at a general mecting of the county on the 14th day of November

THIS parith, according to an old furvey, contains about 1322 acres of 
open field, and neat 200 acres of old enclofurc. Here are 70 houfes, 
inhabited by 310 perfons; of whom, 149 are males, and 161 females, who, 
(except 2 linen-weavers, who work for hire, and whofe wives and children 
fin jerfey, &c.) are chiefly farmers, and agricultural labowers. ‘They all 
profefs the eftablithed religion, except a few, who are Arminian Metho- 
dis. 23 houfes pay the window-tax ; 47 are exempted. 

Meat, on an average, is about 5d. the !b ; wheat, £4. 105. the quarter; 
barley, £2. the quarter: all other articles of provifion are at bigh prices. 

Labourers, in winter, are chiefly employed in threfhing grain by the 
quarter, by which they earn 8. or gs. a week. 

‘There are only 2 ale-houles in this parifh. A Friendly Society has lately

BISHOPS CASTLE, 


THE patith of Bithops Caflle is divided inté two. parts, viz. the 
borough, or townthip, of Bithops Caftle, which contains 1100 inhabi- 
tants; and the hamlet, which contains 250: they confift of farmers, 
thop-keepers, inn-keepers, common mechanics, and labourers; and all 
profels the religion of the Church of England. 128 houfes in the 
borough, and about 28 in the hamlet, pay the window-tax ; it is (up. 
pofed that 30 or 40 in the former, and near 15 in the latter, arc exempted. 
‘The prices of provifious are: beef and mutton, from qd. to 44d, the 
pound ; pork, sd.; bacon, gi. and 10d. ; butter, rod.; potatoes, 22, 6d. 
for ro gallons ; wheat, 13s. for ditto; barley,.58; oats, 3s. 6d.; milk, 
14d. the quart: coals are 25s. theton.e Labourers carn 7s, a week, in 
winter; and from 8s. to 9s. in fummer; without board. About cight 
years ago, there were 2g ale-houfes in the paiith. there are now only 
16: the magiftrates keep down their number as much as they can, OF 
three Friendly Societies, one confifts of 100 members; one of 70 mem- 
bers; and the third of 50 members: they have all had their rules con- 
firmed at the quarter feffions. The rent of land varies from 12s. to £ 4. an 
acre; t!e average value is about 26s. Farms let from £ 100. to £ 350. 
a year; but are principally about £ 100. a year: every common grain 
and root is cultivated. Tithes are chiefly taken in kind. The land tax 
is colleéted at 1s, in the pound on the net rent, in the borough ; und in 
the hamlet, at about rid. on the net rental. There are about 50 acres of 
common or wafte land in the parifh, The Poor of the borough have 
generally been, and are now, farmed in a work-honfe; the prefent con- 
traétor has £ 105. a year; for whicl: he agrees to feed and cloath them ; 


and to defray all other expences, except what may arife from appeals: in 
confideration 
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confideration of the high price of provifions, the parith gave him an ad~ 
ditional gratuity of £5. the laft half-year. 14 Paupets, (confifting chiefly 
‘of old, infirm, or infane,) are at prefent in the houfe, Thofe, who can 
work, are employed in {pinning lint, or in other common work, according 
to their ages and abilities, The contractor has now, upon his lift, 
31 of 12 outpenfioners, who receive from 6d. to 18. a week, each; 
anda baftad, who cofts 1s, 6d. a week: he alfo pays feveral houfe-rents. 
His rule is, not to allow more than 1s, a week to each family of out- 
penhoners; and if that fam does not fatisfy them, he requires them to 
come into the houfe. It is got fuppofed that he can fupport them at a 
cheaper rate in the houfe; but a reludtance to enter it, often induces a 
poor family to acquiefce in a very fmall out-allowance. 

It is generally believed, that if the Poor were not farmed, the Rates 
would be much higher than they at prefent are.

THE Poor of Ellefmere, and of four other paridhes, lately incomporated 
by Aa of Parliament, are chiefly maintained in a Houle of Induliry, which 
was opened for their receptiga on the 6th of January lat. £8000. the 
fum which the incorporated parithes were empowered to borrow, have 
been already expended in buildings, and furniture ; and it is thought that 
a freth application mult be made to Parliament tor power to borrow 
£2000. more, in order to complete the necefary detached offices. The 
diftribution of the rooms, the bye-laws relative to the external con~ 
cerns, and the regulations for the internal government of the houle, the 
table of diet, &c. are very fimilar to thofe adopted in the Shrewfbury 
Houle of Induftry. The number of inmates, at prefent, is 198; of 
whom, 50 are women, 34 mea, and the rett children, Every article of 
wearing apparel is manufatured in the houfe: flannels alfo are made for 
fale ; and a hop-bag manufacture has lately been {et on foot. The houfe 
flands in an open, healthy fituation, on the banks of an extenfive picce 
of water, near the town of Ellefmere: the dormitosies are extremely clean 
and neat, and every appearance within doors evinces the unremitting 
affiduity of the governor to the duties of his fituation. An inftance of 
fecling attention to misfortune, (which is not often to be met with in 
Houfes of Induftry,) is here manifefted, in appropriating particular apact- 
ments for the reception of perfons who have borne a fair character, and 
have been undefervedly precipitated, from eafy circumftances, into that 
fituation, which obliges them to folicit parochial aid. All the family, 
however, dine together. Notwithftanding the promifed advantages of 
this inftitution, it is {oid that the incorporated parithes are, in gencral, 
now heartily forry that they ever engaged in the ereGtion of an Houfe of « 
Indufiry.

Tt is faid, that the alfeffments are 48. 6d, in the pound, on one third of 
therack rent The expences for the Poor, this year, will, it is expected, 
amount to £3500. The corporation do not allow out-pay to any perfon 
under 70 years of age; and to perfons above that age, only 18, a week. 
At prefent, 30 families receive £1, 105, a week, on this account ; children 
at nurfe coft £3 a week ; and militia-men’s families about 18s. a week. 

A {mall farm of 45 acres is attached to the houfe; four cows are kept 
there.

SHREWSBURY. 


THE Poor of the fix united parithes in Shrewibury are maintained in 

a Houfe of Induftry, which was opened for their reception in the year 
1784, and is under the management of a board of diredlors, appointed 
according to the provifions of the Aé of Parliament by which the parithes 
were incorporated’. The important points to be regarded in an inftituton 
of

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of this nature; namely, the granting oceafional relief to thofe whom it 
is unneceffary to admit into the hi ule; the withholding of it from thole,+ 
who, upon a careful inveftigation, may be fuund not to want it; the 
providing fuitable employment for thol., who are either averf to labout, 
or unable to procure it; and the educating of the infant poor, in habits of 
induftry and virruc; have been attended to, and provided for, with fo 
much caution and forefight, in the bye laws which the directors were 
empowered to enaét, that, it is prefumed, a recitd both of their rules re- 
{peéting the external concerns, and their regulations fo: ihe initerual go~ 
vernment, of the houfe, may afford much folid information to parithes 
that may be defirous of forming a fimilar eftablifhment.

decent, immoral or diforderly behaviour, or of any otber mifchief ar 
tranfgreflion repugnant to the peace and well-being of the houfe; 
they thall be admonished, or confined, according to the magnitude of 
their offences, at the difcretion of the vifiting committee or fteward, 
and the cafe be reported to the next weekly court, when the offender, 
upon conviétion, thal] be fentenced to fuffer fuch corporal punith- 
ment, confinement, tatk-work, diftin@ion of drefs, abatement of diet, 
or lofs of gratuity, as the direétors (hall judge proper, agreeably to the 
powers velted in them by the Act, 

37) That thefe bye-laws, rules and ordinances, be read onog a year at the 
general meeting, the fecond Monday in Augult, after the clection of

Rules 
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Rates to be bung wp in tbe Houfe. 


The Poorsin this houfe are required to obferve the following Rules : 

x, TwAr they obey the fteward and matron in all their reafonable 
commands, 

2, That they demean themfelves orderly and peaceably, with devency 
and cleanhincfs. 

3x That they never dristk to excels. 

4) That they be diligent at their work. 

§, That they work from fix o'clock in the morning will fix at night,

The Paupers in the houfe are chiefly employed in the woollen max 
nufaStory, in which they are inftru@ed by proper perfons, verfed in crib» 
bling, carding, and {pinning wool. Several weavers are conftantly em- 
ployed. Paupere, who have been thoemakers, tailors, carpenters, 8c. 
are fer to work at their different occupations. The boys are inftrudted in 
the different work-hops, in which thefe trades are carried on ; the girls are 
employed in fpinning, in making gloves, in the laundry, and other labour 
that is fuited to their fex, their ages, and abilities. The decent and orderly 
are in a great meafure feparated from the profligate and debauched, who 
are kept in diftin& working-rooms and dormitories‘, The family break- 


* ‘The Treafurer, Mz. Wood, (who is the author df a very able account of the Shrew/bury 
Houle of Induftry, from which 1 hare exteaSted the above bys-laws, and feveral other parti- 
cularf,) very jadicioully recommends the lodging proftttutes, and other abandoned females, 
in a detached building: Lam sgnorant, whether this defirable alteration has yet taken place.

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faft, dine, and fup together, in a hall 1g0 feet by! 20. Prayers are read 
twice a day by a chaplain, who is allowed a regular falary. The apothe- 
cary, who attends the houfe, and out-poor, is paid £ 70. a year: at firlt 
there was an annual contract with him; but this was objected to, as fur- 
nifhing him with 2 ftrong temptation to fupply the Poor with bad drugs. 
Adjoining to the houfe are two ranges of buildings, one of which comtaina 
apartments to which the Poorare fent, upon their admiffion, to be fripped 
and wathed ; women and men, with infeGious diforders, are likewife 
placed there, in feparate rooms, till cured. One room is appropriated to 
fevers. ‘There is likewife an apartment, to which the dead are conveyed, 
to remain till interment. The other building is the infirmary, in which 
the fick and infirm are lodged, in feparate wards, according to their fex, 
under the care of proper nurfes. In furgical cafes, the patients are, 
generally, fent to the county infirmary, to which the direétors annually 
fubferibe, 

‘There is a grazing farm of so acres belonging to the houfe, at which 
20 cows are kept. The butter, except what little is ufed by the fick, 
ig fold, and produces anaually about £70. It is very difficult to difcover 
from the printed accounts of the houfe, whether this farm is 4 profitable 
concern, as the amount and value of the articles furnithed from it, for the 
ufe of the houfe, are not fet down. I obferve, that in the year ending in 
July 1794, the receipts for cattle, pigs, and butter, (I fuppofe from the farm,) 
amounted to £397. 19s 5 and the difburfements for cattle, pigs, fodder, and 
farming expences, (exclufive of rent, taxes, and repairs,) to £398, 3s. 34d. 

‘There is an open contract for the flour ufed in the houfe, once a Quarter. 
A baker and brewer are conftantly employed in the houfe. 

Prior to the opening of the houfe, the expences of maintaining the Poor 
were £ 4605, 38. 144, for one year*, The Poor's Rates were immediately

As the directors do not grant 
out-penfions, the number of young and ftout is, as might be expected, 
very confiderable This circumftance eafily explame the greatnels of the 
earnings. 

‘The prefent expence of maintaining the Poor in the houfe, in meat and 
driok alone, is eftimated at 22d. or 23d. a week, for each perfon. ‘Ihe cult 
of cloathing for each Pauper, admitted into the boule, is as follows:

In the year 2788, confiderable fubferiptions were raifed for the nece( 
fitous Poor, by which 920 fumilies, and 328 fingle perfons, were relieved. 
Laft year, 1036 families, and 217 perfons, were relieved in a fimilar man- 
net. Three liberal fubfcriptions were likewife opened, laft fpring, for the 
fuccour of the indufrious Poor, who had fuffered by an extraordinary 
inundation of the river; and it appears, from an account publifhed in 
March, by the treafurer, Mr. Wood, that 403 families, and 40 fingle per~ 
fons, comprifing 1603 perfone, hadbeen fupplied three feveral times with 
coal, and with bread gratis, during the-flood, to the amownt of £121. 25, ; 
and that £698. worth of bread had, during the:months of January and 
February, been fold to the Poor at lefs than half the market price, amount- 
ing altogether to 1716 eighteen-penny loaves; 6348 twelve-penny loaves ; 
and 1528 fixpenay loaves, The éwhole of the oumtributiotis for this pur- 
pofe amounted to £483. 168. 6d. 

Since the above period, the higl: price of pravifions has produced ano- 
ther very liberal and feafonable eosttibution for the relief of the Poor:

which, (it appears from a printed Matement of the committee) was diftri~ 
bated in the following manner : 

Parochial committees having made out lis of the Poor, from perfons} 
enquiry and infpedtion, tickets were iffued, which entitled them to pur- 
chafe Hour weekly, at 2d. the pound, in quantities proportioned to the 
number esch family confifted of; and as the object of the fubfiribers 
‘was to induce a moderate and frugal use of that prime neceffary, the 
relief was extended alfo to other articles. The fame number of tickets 
‘was emitted, allowing them 1d. per pound in the purchale of the like 
proportions’of butcher's meat; and premiums were given for bringing 
early potatoes to the Shrewfbury market. 

By dividing the town into three diftriAs, allotting different days for 
the fale of flour to each, and adopting other falutary precautions, that lofs 
of time, thofe tumults, and other inconveniencies, which had formerly 
been experienced in thefe general fales, were almoft entirely prevented. 

‘The number of Poor thus relieved, confifted of 1365 families, and 283 
fingle perfons, amounting in the whole to 5503 Individuals. 

‘The quantity of com purchafed, ground into flour, and thus difpofed 
of, was 1260 bufhels; the average produce of flour from which was 62 
pounds per buthel, 10,991 pounds of flour were fold to the Poor each 
week, together with the like quantity of butcher's meat; fo that the Poos 
of Shrewfbury, st this critical period, were enabled, to purchafe, weekly, 
21,982 pounds weight of the chief neceffaries of life, at a very reduced 
and reafonable price. The premiums allowed for bringing potatoes to 
market‘, had alfo a moft happy effect, by increafing the quantity, andyery 
confiderably reducing the price of that moft invaluable root. This relitf 
‘was continued for feven weeks, from the latter end of July, to about the 
siddle of September, when, the markets falling, the balance in *-** —-~

"THE extent of this parith is eftimated at 6 miles by 33 miles, From 
an enumeration taken in 1785, it was found to contain 1684 houfes, and 
Bios perfons; it is fuppofed that the number had increafed before 
the prefent war; above Boo men, from this place, have entered his 
Majefty’s fervice. Among the inhabitants, are 220 weaveis; 146 theer~ 
men; 141 {eribblers ; 230 labourers; 55 farmers; 47 clothiers; 39 at- 
tories, clergymen, and other gentlemen ; and 183 widows. There ac, 
here, 1 Quaker, 1 of Mr. Welley’s, 1 of Lady Huntingdon's, 1 Prefby- 
terian, and 2 Anabaptift congregations. The prices of provilions are: 
‘beef, from sd, to sid. a poung ; mutton, ditto; veal, 6d.; bacon, from 
gd. to rod. butter, r1d.; bread, 13d. the gallon, or quartern loaf: po- 
tatoes, 7d. the peck ; coals are 18, the cwt. , cheele, from $d.to 74d, the Ib, 
Sheermen earn from 158. to 208. a week; feribblers, about t2s.; and 
‘weavers, about 208. a week, Women and thildren are employed in the 
gnanufadtories, either in picking wool, in burlisg or dreffing cloth, and 
attending the machines, Sec. Women have 8d, a:day at prefent ; children 
of 7 or 8 years of age, earn 28.

The prefent war hes 
taken off a number of hands; but has not leffened the demand for cloths, 
except in the inftance of kerfeymeres, which were chiefly {ent to Fyanee: 
that branch of manufaGure is now almoft mined ; Jatt year, there was a 
great demand for broad claths. To the introduétioa of machines, a few 
yeais ago, fome perfons afcribe the great inereafe of the Poor's Rates here 5 
by others, it is imputed to the great number of foldiers and militia-men’s 
families, who are chargeable at prelent. is town is very ancient, and 
has been the feat of the woollen manufacture for leveral centuries; yet, 
the external appearance of the town does not indicate that wealth which 
is ufually ottendant on commerce: the houfes are very different from the 
elegant dwellings that are to be found in the Yorkthire manufacturing 
towns, or their neighbourhood ; the ftreets are narrow, unpaved, and 
dirty, In this town there are 36 ale-houles ; which, a gentleman of credi~ 
bility fuppofes, difpofe of about 6700 hogtheads of ftrong beer annually, 

Gtafs land, near the town, lets for £ 3. an acre; at a diftance, from 208, 
to qos. the acre: arable farms let from 14s. to 18s. an acre, Tithes are 
taken by compofition. . 

‘The Poor are chiefly maintained at home, where it is thought they can 
be relieved at a Iefs expence to the parith, than if they were all fent to 
the work-houfe, 120 perfons, however, confifting, moftly, of old people 
and children, are pow in the work-houfe. The food ufed in the work- 
houle is chiefly bread, cheele, and beer, except on Mondays and Thurf- 
days, when beef, veal, or pork, and vegetables, are allowed for dinners ; 
breakfatt is generally a compofition of stitk, onions, and broth. About 
£75. a week are paid to militia-men’s families and other out-poor, 
amounting altogether to about 800 families. 

‘The following is a ftatement of the earnings and expences of “a 
cooper's family, confifting of the father and mother, (who are each 
about 50 years old,) 2 daughter, 18; afon, 16; another, 13; a girl, 11; 
and a boy 7.ars old.

It is evident this man muff have been much miftaken in his calculations, 
as he fays his expences have, hithérto, not exceeded his income. In the 
article of bread, he fays, he is pretty accurate, and rather below than above 
the mark: with regard to the other particulars, be does not pretend sp 
{peak with certainty ; but his account clearly proves, that there is a great 
want of economy in his family, Each perfon canfumes about 14 poyad 
of bread a day, The man Jays by nothing; but as he is not io debt, it 
is probable his earnings are under-rated. 

The fun of £237. 28. 6d. were fubleribed, during the late fevers 
feafon, for the relief of the Poor, and was applied towards enabling them 
to putchafe bread at a reduced price.

From the Returns made to Parliament in 1786, 
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MINEHEAD. 


THIS parith is about 3 miles in length, and rather more than 2 miles 
in breadth: it contains about 1220 inhabitants ; all of the eftallithed 
church, except about a dozen Quakers ; and confifling of weavers of coarfe 
cloth, wool-combers, tradefmen, and agriculturifts; Jabourers’ wives cre 
moftly employed in {pinning worfted and yara: 110 houles pay the 
window-tax; and Sbout 170 are exempted. There are 11 ale houlcs, 
and oneinn, in Minehead. The prices of provifians are: mutton and beef, 
4d. a tb.; ‘pork, 53d.; and butter, 10d. the pound. Common labourers 
receive from 6s. to 7s. a week, with two or three pints of alc, or cyder, 
aday. Here is one Friendly Society, confifting of ahout go members : 
they have had their rules confiumed ; and have about £ 300, in the public 
funds ; na member is admitted unlefs he can carn more than 75. a week, 

‘The rent of land is from £1. to £3 an acre. Farms ore moilly fmall ; 
but, of late, farmers in this neighbourhood have been dets:ous vt extending 
their farms: the principal articles of cultivation are, wheat, barley, and 
turnips, afew peafe, bedns, and potatoes. Tithes are partly taken in 
kind, but moftly compounded for. The land-tax is about 18, 10d, in the 
pound. There is a large common in this parith, on which a great num- 
ber of fheep are kept: a few acres have been inglofed at different times 
and now produce good crops of various forts of grain. 

The Paor are maintained in a work-houfe, for which a rent of £6. 58. 
is paid by the parifh, who likewile pay one guinea a year for the ule of a 
large garden adjoining: a governéfs, appointed by the parifhioners, has a 
falary of 5 guineas a year; a dodtor, who attends the Poor, receives 6 


guineas a year.

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No Poor's book could be found prior to 1734, at which period, it ap- 
pears, the parith rented a poor-houfe at £6, 58. 2-year; but no falary is 
mentioned for the governor before 1738, when he was allowed £10, a 
year: nothing occurs in the books relative to the labour of the Poor, an- 
terior to 1760. When the Rate was firft made, (60 years ago,) it was 
laid at 4d. in the pound on houfes, and 6d. in the pound 9n Jand; and 
then amounted to re

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fequence of many honfes falling into decay, and the late two fires, which 
have dtogether reduced it to 53. 18. It is thonglr that the Rate cannot 
be now arore than 3d. in the pound on the net rental, as lands are very 
‘much improved in this county. 

In the patith regifler of baptifms, burials, and marriages, in Au- 
guit 1698, after the names of many perfons, there follows a declaration, 
that they were Paupers: this mode was obferved till the end of the year; 
but was afterwards difcontiaued, 

‘There are generally about 30 Paupers in the work-houfe: 20 out-pen- 
fioners are partly maintained by their friends, and reccive a parifh allow- 
ance of from 6d. to 28, a week, each: very few reccive 2s. which is the 
higheft weekly fum allowed to an out-penfioner, A labourer, who works 
conftantly with a farmer, for 6s. a week, is generally allowed wheat for 
his family, at 18. a bufhel lower than the market price: and at this time, 
few farmers charge their labourers more than 6s. or 7s. the bufhel, for 
which other perfons pay ros. 6d. or 11s. 

Befure the year 1760, much live cattle was imported at this place, from 
Ireland: about that period, the importation was flopped, by order of Go- 
vernment ; and many cattle, which were imported afterwards, were {eized, 
aad fold, according to A& of Parliament, for the ufe of the Poor ; bur ay 
the amount of the money was very confiderable, and the number of the 
Poor, then wanting relief, very trif_ing, a furplus*remained, with which 
an eftate, in the parith of St. Mary Ottery, in the county of Devon, was 
purchaled, for the ule of the Poor: it now produces £ 20. a year, which 
are annually diftributed among the molt neceffitous, under the name of 
cow-money, December, 5795+
